Member 
States might assign the functions Of National Committees to 
already existing organisations in their countries with any 
additional mandate as may be appropriate to enable them 
to perform their functions in an adequate manner." 

2. In pursuance of this recommendation, it has been decid- 
ed to set up an Indian National Committee as follows : — 

CONSTITUTION OF THE INDIAN NATIONAL ' 

COMMITTEE FOR COOPERATION WITH UNIDO 

1. Name and Status — (a) There shall be a National 
Committee for Cooperation with UNIDO hereinafter called 
the Committee. 

(b) The Committee shall be attached to the Ministry 
of Industrial Development & Company Affairs which shall 
provide its Secretariat. 

2. Functions. — The functions of the Committee shall be 
to advise the Government of India and the member-insti- 
tutions represented on the Committee in regard to all ques- 
tions related to the activities of the UNIDO.

(viii) Secretary, Department of Iron & Steel, or his 
nominee. 

(ix) Secretary, Department of Mines & Metals, or his 
nominee, 

(x) Director General, Council of Scientific and Indus- 
trial Research, or his nominee. 

(xi) Director General (Technical Development), Depart- 
ment of Industrial Development. 

(xii) Financial Adviser to the Ministry of Industrial

No. 4/37/67-LB7./L— By its Resolution No. 34/16/65- 
LW.I-II dated the 2nd February. 1967, the Government of 


India set up a Single Expert Committee on Consumer Price 
Index Numbers for Kanpur, Calcutta, Bangalore and Mysore 
to (i) examine and suggest any changes in the linking factors 
for the year 1960 worked out by the Labour Bureau for deriv- 
ing the old scries from the new series on base 1960=100 
because of any pricing deficiencies in the case of Kanpur, 
Calcutta and Bangalore; and (ii) to examine and suggest any 
adjustment for removing any pricing deficiencies in the case 
of Mysore Centre, before the index for the Centre is used 
for compilation of the All-India Working Class Consumer 
Price Index Numbers on base 1949=100.

3. The Committee submitted its Report on the 31st October, 
1967 and made the following recommendations : — 

I— Kanpur Centre 

The linking factor of 4.74 worked out by the Labour 

Bureau may be revised to 4.83 for deriving the State series 
of consumer price index numbers for Kanpur on base August, 
1939 from the Labour Bureau series on base 1960. 

U — Calcutta Centre 

The linking factor 1.51 worked out by the Labour Bureau 
may be revised to 1.61 for deriving the State series of con- 
sumer price index numbers for Calcutta on base 194 from 
the Labour Buiroau series on base 1960. 

III — Bangalore Centre 

The linking factor 4,35 worked out by Labour Bureau may 
be revised to 4.47 for deriving the State series of consumer 
price index numbers for Bangalore on base July, 1935 to 
June 1936 from Labour Bureau series on base 1960. 

IV — Mysore Centre 

The general index for Mysore on base 1935-36 may be 
revised from 447 to 474 for the year 1960. 

4. Afler having carefully considered the recommendations 
made by the Committee in consultation with the Governments 
of Uttar Pradesh, West Bengal and Mysore, the Director, 
Labour Bureau, Simla and the Central Statistical Organisa- 
tion, New Delhi, the Government of India have decided to 
accept all the recommendations made by the Single Expert 
Committee on the points referred to It subject to the follow- 
ing changes in order to correct a factual error : — 

Para III — Bangalore Centre 

Should be substituted as under : — 

The liuking factor 4.39 worked out by the Labour Bureau 
may be revised to 4.51 for deriving the State series of con- 
sumer price index numbers for Bangalore on base July, 1935 
to June, 1936 from Labour Bureau series on base 1960. 

5. It has also been decided that the revision in linking fac- 
tor* for consumer price index numbers for Kanpur, Calcutta 
and Bangalore and the revision in the index for Mysore In 
accordance with the Committee’s recommendation, subject to 
the change in respect of Bangalore, should be given effect 
from January, 1968 indices of the respective centres. 

6. The Government of India wish to express its apprecia- 
tion of the work of. the Chairman and Members of the Com- 
mittee for expeditiously dealing with the work entrusted to 
them. 

ORDER
